MILL-OWNER’S ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing was resumed of the action 
brought-by Ebenezer Shackleton, trading as 
E. Shackleton and Sons, of the Barrow Mills, 
Carlow, against the Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company, Ltd., 39 Dame street, Dublin, for 
a declaration that the plaintiff is entitled to 
certain water rights in the River Barrow; for 
an injunction te restrain the defendants from, 
as alleged, infringing the rights of the plain- 
tiff, and for a mandatery injunction that thev 
should forthwith remove certain pipes through 
which they were alleged to draw surplus water 
from the river and discharge it at a point 

above the plaintiff's mill. 

The plaintiff alleged that, by reason of the 
abstraction of the water by the defendants 
and of the polluted condition of the quantity 
returned, an insufficient quantity of water 
passed through his milling machinery and 
made the machinery less éffective. 

The defence was a general traverse of the 
plaintiff's cause of action. 

Mr. Shannon, K.C., Mr. Dockrell. K.C., 
and Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr. 
E. C. Jameson) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. Denning, K.C., 
Mr. Hamiltop, K.C., and Mr. Macrory (in- 
structed by Mr. J. J. Duggan) for the 
defendants. 

Evidence of a technical character was given 
by expert witnesses in relation to the mill 
machinery and the sugar beet factory. 

Wilfred Rushton, a biologist who gave 
evidence regarding fungi in the river, stated, 
in reply to Mr. Kingsmill Moore, that , he 
believed it would be possible to treat the 
effluent from the sugar beet factory so as to 
make it innocuous. Ye was afraid that when 
the factory started in next November things 
would be as bad, if not worse, be Christmas 
as far as fungus growths were concerned. 
The treatment of ehluent of sugar factories 
was receiving great attention in Germany and 
in England, especially in England, where the 
fishing people were up against it, and it was 
a recognised problem oa which money would 
have to be spent if one was to have satis- 
factory results.

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. M. Walker 
(instructed by Messrs. Bowles and French) 
appeared for the appellants and plaintifis ;

In his judgment in. the Court below, Mr.

be) may consider the plaintiff to be entitled

This case admittedly nevér came before the 
Master or a judge, and the plaintiffs relied 
upon the procedure for obtaining judgment 
by default which was in foree prior to the 
Rules of 13th July, 1926, and which the 
plaintiffs’ counsel contended was still in force.

COSTS OF LITIGATION, 
convoge MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON, 
The hearing was resumed of a motion on 
behalf of the defendants, for the costs of 
litigation in the case of James Brodigan, 17 
Needham street, Newry, commercial traveller, 
v. the Imperial Live Stock Company, London. 
Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. Geed) 
appeared for the defendants in support of the 
applicatior, and stated that the action was 
originally brought to recover £250, alleged 
by plaintiff te be due on a blood stock polity 
insuring the life of plaintiff's dark bay filly, 
aor Vis, which died on ó0th October, 


The contention in the case was whether 
the policy was one of value, or ane of in- 
demity. The defendant company had applied 
for and obtained an order, staying all pro- 
ceedings in the action pending the holding 
of an arbitration, as provided for in the 
policy. The costs of that metion were re- 
served The arbitration took place hefora 
Mr. Rice, K.C., as umpire, and he decided 
in favour of the contention of the defendants, 
awarding plaintiff £140 as indemnity for the 
loas sustained by him. 

The defendants did not dispute the award, 
but they submitted that the proceedings were 
misconeceived, and not maintainable, as. 
under the terms of the policy, arbitratinn 
should precede action. They, therefore, 
asked for the costs of the action and of the 
motion to stay. 

Mr. C. 8. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. 
©’ Hare and O'Hagan) for the plaintiff said 
that this was a strong motien, bécause it 
was an attempt to deprivé a successful. plain- 
tiff of the fruits of his action. The defen- 
dants had failed as to their main ground, 
and only succeeded as to their alternative 
ground. The plaintiff had obtained an 
award of £140, but if he were ordered to 
pay all the costs he would be at an eati- 
mated Joss of £165 10s. 6d. Could a com- 
pany compel a person te go to arbitration, 
knowing full well that he would be out of 
pocket as much as he could gain, and, there- 
fore, compelling him ‘to accept, perhaps, a 
nominal sum in settlement of his claim. A 
plaintiff under this policy Bho. A in any 
event, hive to pay one-half of the costs of 
the arbitration proceedings. 

Mr Justice Jobnston said that Mr. 
Brodigan deliberately entered into this 
policy. He must be taken to have known 
that this arbitration clause was in the policy, 
and that if arbitration teok place he would 
get no costs against the company. If a mem- 
ber of the public entered into a policy of 
this deseription with this arbitration clause 
he must hear the consequences. 

Mr. Campbell submitted that as he had 
been successful in the action, and had ob- 
tained an award, he was entitled to the costs 
of the action. As to the costs of the motion 
to stay, he pointed out that it was a two- 
fold motion and submitted that the fair and 
reasonable thing to do would be to make 
each party bear their own costs. As to the 
costs of the arbitration the Court should 
have regard to the fact that owing to the 
attitude which was taken up by the defen- 
dant company the plaintiff had been put to 
an estimated bill of costs, amounting to 
£124. That was a good reason, he argued, 
whv he should get the costs of the action. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, giving judgment, 
said that it was a curious thing that the 
question as to the right to costs had never 
heen decided by any court in regard to 
actions that had been stayed pending arbi- 
tration. The defendants now asked that the 
plaintiff should pay the costs of the action 
and the motion to stay. Section 14 of the 
Common Law Procedure Act ruled that in 
such matters the court might exercise its 
judicial discretion. Applying his mind to 
that question he thought the ends of justice 
would be served by ordering each party to 
abide their own costs of the action and of 
the motion to stay. Taking everything into 
consideration it would be exceedingly unfair 
that the plaintiff should be called upon to 
pay the defendants’ costs. As regarded the 
costs of the present motion, the defendants 
must pay those costs to the plaintiff.

BOY WHO FELL THROUGH 


BOTTOM OF PRISON VAN. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
A boy, John Doyle, was indicted for having 
stolen money from a donetion-box in the 
Roman Catholic Church, Enniskerry; he was 
also charged with theft of a bicycle, and with 
having escaped from the custody of the police. 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (who appeared 
for the State), said that the cáse had one 
refreshing element about it, unusual in that 
Court, namely, a touch of humour. The 
peculiar thing about it was that the boy, 
now in the dock, having escaped from custody 
and afterwards, being re-arvested, made his 
escape from the prison van in which he was 
being conveyed to the Bridewell. When he 
was again captured he confined himself to 
observing that he could not mend the hole 
he made in the vehicle. (Laughter.) 
_A_ little boy employed in the church at 
Enniskerry, gave evidence that he saw the 
prisoner near the donation box. Later in the 
day he found that the donation box had been 
emptied of its contents. 

Superintendent Cafferty said that he was 
present at the prison when the prisoner was 
identified. When charged he said that he 
knew nothing about it. 

Sergeant McGrath gave evidence that the 
boy had escaped from custody, and subse- 
| www he was charged with robbing the 

onation box and he denied that he was 
guilty. He was also charged with escaping 
rom the prison van. 

ARRESTED IN A FIELD. 
Sergeant Powell, in reply to Mr. White, 
K.C., said that when in plain clothes, as he 
was cycling along by the canal he saw the 
bhar in a field, and arrested him and 
rought him fo Rathmines Station, where 
he was charged with unlawfully escaping 
from a prison van. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—With what was he 
charged when in the van?—With stealing. 
he Judge—There is no evidence of his 
having stolen anything.

The Constitutien (Amendment No. 6) Bill, 
which has been pa by both Houses, 
abolishes the existing system of popular elec- 
tion to the Senate, and substytutes election 
by the members of the Dail and the non- 
retiring members of the Senate voting to- 
gether on the Proportional Representation 
principle | 

The hill now published lays down the 
manner in which the néw system of election 
wil) be conducted, and the procedure for the 
constitution of the panel of candidates. 

The next Senate election will take place 
towards the end of the year. 

Tha method of proposals and nomination 
of candidates for the panel is te be decided 
by the Dail and the Senate; the Dail to 
select as many candidates as there are vacan- 
cies and the Senate to select the same 
number, The candidates nominated by both 
Houses will form the panel. 

BREVITY COMMENDED. 

The qualifications of a candidate must be 
written in forty words. The bill states that 
‘where any such statement of qualifications 
exceeds forty words in length, the excess 
over such forty words shall not be insarted 
in the panel.”’ 

Voting at Senate elections is to be by secret 
ballot, and in regard to the presentation and 
trial of election petitions the same provisions 
apply as in the case of elections to the Dail, 
with certain modifications, one of which 1s 
that in the existing enactments references to 
the House of Commons shall be construed 
as references to the Senate and references to 
the Speaker of the House of Commons shall 
he construed as references to the Chairman of

The fourth National Art Competition, 
under the auspices of the Royal Dublin 
Society, was held at Ballsbridge yesterday, 
when 511 works were submitted for adjudi- 
cation.

JUDGES’ IMPRESSIONS.

Y the close of the 17th century the 
Irish weaving industry had secured 
a high position in the estimation of the 
commercial world, and its productions 
were eagerly sought for by all desiring 
the best material and workmanship. 
Owing, however, to legislative conditions, 
the industry found itself for the greater 
part of the 18th century in the condition 
of battling against most adverse circum- 
stances. 

When, later, some of the more severe 
laws were either mitigated or repealed, 
the decayed state of the business and the 
poverty of the workers connected therewith 
bore witness, too clearly, to the efficacy 
of the methods employed for its destruc- 
tion. This position of affairs was especi- 
ally noticeable in Dublin City, whose 
‘* Liberties,’ formerly the home of 
intensfve and prosperous manufacturers, 
became a by-word for destitution and 
squalor, and where yet remains as. a 
monument of former gréatness the dilapi- 
dated Weavers’ Hall with its statue of 
George IJ.—once resplendent in scarlet and 
zold—and which contained dufine the 
period of its prosperity a magnificent 
piece of tapestry work representing =. life- 
size figure of the same monarch with a 
quaint—-couplet underneath proclaiming it 
to have been— 

“Phe workmanship of John Van Beaver, 

Ye. famous Tapestry Weaver. 


MACHINERY’S EFFECTS. 


Various attempts to ameliorate the lot 
of the weavers thus made destitute by 
short-sighted legislation took place in the 
latter half of the century. For instance, 
in-1773 the Dublin Society took the 
woollen manufactures under its patronage 
aird: quite a>boom resulted. Unfortunately, 
this proved to be of a temporary nature 
only; and, as the use of machinery in the 
weaving business was introduced about 
1790, the end of the century showed a con- 
siderable increase in the number of 
unemployed. 7 

Again, in this latter year the Irish 
Privy Council made an attempt to benefit 
heme manufacture by ordering tha: from 
thenceforth the Irish Army was to be 
clothed in Irish manufacture, and some 
improvement resulted, which lasted down 
té 1810, when, due to failure of a Govern- 
nfent contractor, the weaviny industry 
suffered another severe set-bac': involving 
the. prosperity of many employers and 
employés. Subsequent to this catastrophe 
Thomas Pleasants (1728-1818) came for- 
ward with a generous effort towards the 
relief of the terrible lot of ihe unhappy 
weavers. To understand the scope of his 
scheme the following particulars will 
help. 

Some of the conditions under which the 
business of weaving in Dublin was con- 
dneted militated much against its success. 
Previous to the year 1814 th: method of 
diving cloths and warps was Ly means of 
‘‘ténter frames ’’—frames set with hooks 
56 feet apart—on which the meterial was 
stvetched in the open air. (The actual 
district utilised for the purpose being, till 
quite recently, known as th; ‘* Tenter 
Field.’’) ‘the operation necessarily met 
with incessant interruption from the in- 
clemency of the weather, the incustry thus 
frequently being bromght to a standstill 
except in the case of persons who could 
utilise the rather doubtful advantages 
offered by the ‘‘free’’ use of te local tap- 
roon! fires. 

On 'the-occasions in question, many of 
the poor workmen.thrown out of employ- 
ment had no ‘alternative but to make from 
t: eir Wret@ited neighbourhood and seek 
alms:in the more opulent quarters of the 
city. Writers of the time make numerous 


referenegs. to the appearance presented by | 


these fatmished and emaciated creatures, 
whose Jot was made additionally hard by 
the se¥ehe winter of 1813-14, 


MAGNIFICENT GIFTS. 


Thomas Pleasants, a gentleman, who, 
during the course of a long life, did much 
towards furthering the cause of the city, 
was born in Carlow in the year 1728. 
Educated for the Bar (at which, however, 
he did not practise), possessed of a good 
classica] knowledge and in affluent circum- 
stances, his career of philanthropy lasted 
to his death in 1818, during which time 
he is estimated to have disposed of 
£100,000 in charitable and public works 
of the most varied character. 

Gifts of valuable books, pictures and 
works of art were made by him to the 
lioyal Dublin Society ; the lodges at Glas- 
nevin Botanic Gardens were erected at his 
cost; a ‘large edition of Dr. Samuel 
Madden’s '' Reflections for Gentlemen ”” 
(a work dealing with social conditions, 
1738) was republished and circulated 
gratuitiously at his expense (1816); and 
the Meath Hospital, then sitvate on the 
Coombe, through a grant of £6,000 was 
enabled to be enlarged and improved and 
to acquire an operation rom which 
obviated the crude necessity, hitherto 
unavoidable, of performing opsrations in 
the ordinary wards in presence of patients. 

The following story gives an idea of 
other ways in which Mr. Pleasants’ good- 
ness found an outlet. Happening to form 
one of a congregation which listened to a 
rather edifying sermon by a young and 
struggling curate, Mr. Pleasan . reruested 
a copy of the -sermon for leisurely con- 
sideration. In due course the manuscript 
was returned with two notes to the 
preacher—one note highly appreciative, 
the other one for a substantial sum m 
money. 


THE TENTER HOUSE. 


The “ Stove Tenter House,’’ Thomas 
Pleasants’ gift to the weavers at the time 
of acute distress, stands in Brickfield lane, 
off Cork street. The erection cost £13,000, 
and consisted of a long three-storeyed house 
surmounted by a cupola and spire with 
the weavers’ arms in front. -t was arti- 
ficially heated by horizontal metal pipes: 
communicating “With furnaces on the 
ground “floor, and so the weaver at; a 
trifling cost was enabled to pursue his 
work regardless of bad weather. : The 
specific object which the donor had in 
view when making the gift may be seen 
in the following extract from the deed of 
trust, dated 8th August, “1814 :— 

“Thomas Pleasants was the: erecting a 
‘Stove Tenter House’ for the use of the 
poor and otlier weavers and clothiers in. 
the Liberty of Thomas Court and Donore, 
and a dwelling house and other buildings 
for the use of the person who shou.. from 
time to time be appointed to the care of 
said Tenter Drying Ho and in order 
that the said houses and other premise~ 
might be u for the purpose aforesaid 
at all times for ever hereafter the said 
Thomas Pleasants agrees to grant all said 
premises for a term of 50,000 years at the 
rent of one barley corn if demanded ’’ in; 
trust to a committee consisting of Joshua’ 
Pasley, clothier, and certain members of 
the Shearmen and Dyers’ Corporation, 
and of the Weavers’ Corporation.

St. Swithin’s Day. 


It is quite in keeping with the average 
Englishman’s abnormal concern. for the 
weather that he should have canonised the 
man whose name has been most promi- 
nently associated with rain and given him 
a place in the calendar. For St. Swithin, 
Bishop of Winchester, has never been 
regularly -canonised by the Church, 
Roman or English. The dignity has been 
conferred on him by public opinion. 

How the tradition of forty days’ wet or 
fine depending. on the weather conditions 
of his festival arose is a subject of many 
conflicting theories. The most popular 
story is that when, despite his own express 
wish that his bones should lie outside 
Winchester Cathedral, they were, a cen- 
tury after his death, removed inside, he 
sent a violent storm to interrupt tk» pro- 
ceedings, and heavy rain for the following 
forty days. :

*t phen’s, the University College students’ 
periodical, of which he was the founder 
and first editor. 


Gtoucester . Street. 


Two or three years ago we heard quite a 
lot about the new thoroughfare opened up 
by the Dublin City Commissioners, when 
they extended Gloucester street into Upper 
Sackville street. I have been curious 
enough to make inquiries as to why we 
have heard nothing lately about this great 
city improvement, and I have been sur- 
prised to learn that in fact the opening 
up of this fine artery has, so far, attracted 
gad slight increase in trafhc, if any at 
a 


The explanation of this strange and 
disappointing fact is simple, and it needs, 
T think, the most serious attention of the 
City Commissioners. The tenement houses 
on both sides of one end of the new 
street, and upon the intersecting lane- 
ways, are a veritable warren of children, 
whose only available play-ground is 
Gloucester street, and whose lives would 
be in hourly peril if it became a popular 
motor thoroughfare. It is a shocking com- 
mentary upon civic conditions that such 
should be the case—especially when there 
are several large open spaces at present 
occupied by ruins which, at a nominal out- 
lay, could be converted into children’s 
play-grounds. 

Tf there are legal difficulties in acquiring 
these spaces, which are at present 
evesores, why should not Mr. Commis- 
sioner Murphy and his colleagues 
approach the Government for whatever 
powers are necessary to deal with the 
situation, which is a menace to public 
safety and a disgrace to civilisation?

With regard to my recent reference 
to the maiden speech of Lord Birkenhead 
in the House of Commons in 1906, an 
Irish ex-M.P. writes to me as follows :— 
I was present on the occasion of this 
speech, and it was without doubt a bril- 
liant and telling performance. The House 
was then overwhelmingly Liberal, Labour, 
and Nationalist, and the Speaker had not 
a very sympathetic audience, but this 
adverse circumstance seemed only to 
stimulate him.

From the point of view of the average 
man and woman, the modern convention 
under which our homeward bound trams 
and ‘buses leave the city on their last 
trips before midnight has much to be said 
jor it, and, from the point of view of those 
whose duties are discharged during the 
hours of daylight, the convention is pro- 
bably sound ; but there are a considerable 
number of citizens—many of them em- 
ployed on newspaper work—whose routine 
compels them to find their way homeward 
between three and six o’clock in the morn- 
ing. They are not the kind of people, I 
need hardly say, who can afford to keep 
Rolls-Royces, or even motor “ bikes.’’ 

I wonder if I could induce the Tramway 
Company, or some other firm of enterpris- 
ing bus owners, to think out some scheme 
under which an occasional "bus would leave 
O'Connell Bridge, between 3 o'clock and 
6 o'clock a.m., for such suburbs as Rath- 
mines, Pembroke and Drumcondra. 
Properly organised, I am age sure, there 
is good business waiting for one or more 
‘buses on work of this kind. I have no 
doubt good business could be done by the 
same ‘buses, between midnight and 3 
o’clock, bringing home pleasure-seekers, 
many of whom, rightly or wrongly, now 
manage to miss the last tram. But my 
real plea is night-workers, hundreds of 
whom have to suffer something more than 
inconvenience when the weather is bad. 


Souvenirs. 


On a portion of the old battle front in 
Flanders, to be visited shortly by the 
British Legion Pilgrimage, there is a sec- 
tion of the trenches where names, roughly 
cut at the time, have since been preserved 
with care, and an appeal put up that 
visitors will refrain from adding their 
names. The habit of the ordinary tripper 
of inscribing his initials or name in places 
of historic association or where illustrious 
names are already recorded would, in this 
case, indeed, appear sacrilege. 

The habit of taking away small 
souvenirs from historic spots may show 
more delicacy of mind, but is rather 
destructive. In an account of a visit to 
Stratford-on-Avon by a traveller of nearly 
a century ago, the narrator states how he 
saw on the walls and ceilings in Shake- 
speare’s house the names of such people as 
Si: Walter Scott and Lockhart and 
Washington Irving. ‘‘ I did not write my 
name,” he says, “because I felt it had 
no right in such a place; but I brought 
away a minute relic in the shape of a 
minute piece of rotten wood pinched from 
the beam that supports the chimney.” 
Such modesty is highly commendable ; but, 
then, if every visitor to such shrines took 
even minute relics in-time a microscope 
would be needed to see what we: lett. 


A 2,000th Anniversary. 


Carcassonne, the picturesque fortified 
city of the Middle Ages in Southern 
France, which looks almost the same to- 
day as it did in the fourteenth century, is 
celebrating this month the 2,000th anni- 
versary of its foundation by the Romans, 
and great festivities are to be held in the 
quaint streets and squares which felt the 
tread of the soldiers of Simon de Mont- 
fort and Edward the Black Prince. A 
unique feature of Carcassonne is that it 
is entirely separate from the modern city, 
and stands in its medieval grandeur on 
the crest of a hill from which magnificent 
views are obtained of the Pyrenees and 
the surrounding country. 

When I was there last excavations were 
being carried out below the ancient citadel, 
and I was shown part of a rich mosaic 
pavement just discovered that was laid by 
the Romans in the first period of their 
occupation.

The Hemingford Grey Manor House, up 
for sale at St. Ives in. Huntingdonshire, 
is one of the few remaining genuine 12th 
century homes in England. It is a fine 
vld stone structure, with an exterior stair- 
way to the top floor, massive ceiling 
beams, ancient fireplaces, and a moat 
running round three sides of a garden, 
bordered on the other by the Ouse.

HINTS ON HOUSING AND 


STOCK. 


—— —ee 
(By “A FANCIER.”) 


SPEND £5 and be certain of £4 clear 

profit a year, with no other costs, 
save, perhaps, ten minutes’ labour daily ! 
That is the position of the rabbit in- 
dustry. Naturally, it depends on the 
breed of rabbit kept, and in this article 
[ deal with the Angora, the “ rabbit- 
wooller,’’ on whose wool quite a number 
of people earn a good living. 

Strange as it may seem, it may not be 
necessary to spend as much as £5 to get 
the business started ; for in the £5 capital 
I have allowed for a few cheap hutches. 
If you are able to do a little rough 
carpentry, using sugar boxes, and home- 
made fronts, 25s. capital, plus the cost of 
sugar boxes, w an' wire netting to 
make the fronts, hinges and fasteners, is 
all that is required. Small as this outlay 
is, under suitable conditions a profit of 
£4 or as much as £5 a year is assured. 

Sugar boxes singly make a very useful 
hutch for one rabbit. For breedi:.: pur- 
poses two boxes must be joined together, 
for a doe requires as much room as you 
can give her. It is probably better to 
obtain a larger box, boarding up part of 
the open end and leaving just sufficient 
room to clean out the hutch and control its 
inmates. 


PLANS FOR DEVELOPMENT. 


When starting in a small way, labour- 
saving devices are by no means so impor- 
tant as they prove later, and if each box 
has its own door, this arrangement should 
work adequately. But it is quite as well to 
consider, when one starts keeping rabbits, 
the development which is likely to occur, 
and to make plans accordingly. 

Instead of attaching to each box a door, 
it is better to stand the boxes o»> on the 
top of the other and then to erect in front 
of the boxes a wooden frame on which is 
hung the door, so that one large wire- 
netted door controls four or six compart- 
ments. Later, as the number of rabbits 
increase, further sugar boxes can he 
erected and another wire-netted door 
attached. 

The first large door, I might add, is 
ontrolled by a single button, and when 
he second door is erected the one button 
ontrols both doors; and very great saving 
f time. 

Once the boxes are prepared, the next 
proceeding is to procure, on the best terms, 
suitable stock, and it is here, very often, 

that the amateur makes his mistake, and 
makes the profit on his undertaking 
decidedly unlikely. The beginner, believ- 
ing that big money means better stock, 
and consequently greater profit, does not 
realise that it does not necessarily follow 
that his reasoning is correct. Indeed, in 
Angora rabbit farming the rule works in 
the opposite direction. 


CHEAPER GOOD STOCK.

The cheaper good stock is purchased, 
the better for the beginner. Really good 
young does can be purchased from about 
ós. each, and 12s. 6d. is a very good price 
for one. Many a buyer gives many times 
such a price, and when he wishes to sell 
stock, finds, much to his annoyance, that 
the young rabbits from £3 does make no 
more per head than his neighbour’s young 
rabbits from a doe purchased at 10s. ! 

The novice should be careful that the 
stock he purchases is free from the two or 
three serious diseases found in domestic 
rabbits. The worst is a highly infectious 
cola. and tuberculosis ; the other the attack 
of tape worm, which is very prolific in 
rabbitries where dog-breeding on somewhat 
careless lines is part of the enterprise. 

It is far better to buy rabbits, as a rule, 
from a small owner-fancier than from a 
large rabbitry, and, if possible, from one 
where dog-breeding is not undertaken. 

But to return to the housing arrange- 
ments. As soon as the boxes are ready, 
and in such a situation as to be protected 
from draughts—though open air is 
decidedly beneficial—five young does 
should be purchased at, we will say, 7s. 
6d. to 10s. each. The beginner should buy 
his stock if he can by personal visit. 


DISEASE SYMPTOMS. 


If the hutches are dirty or dilapidated ; 
if the rabbits appear very bright in the 
eye; if the sawdust or woodwork is 
stained a red, or if the rabbits sit up and 
sneeze and wipe their noses on their front 
feet, it is far better to buy nothing, to 
take nothing, even if the owner offers you 
a youngster free. Such hutches suggest 
disease, and the symptoms mentioned are 
signs of serious trouble. 

The novice should notice carefully the 
appearance of litters of youngsters. Where 
they are small, hard-skinned and showing 
their spines, the management is at fault, 
and such rabbits are not worth while. On 
the healthy farm the young rabbits will 
be bonny little woolly things, full of hop 
and skip, and there will be no sneezing, 
and no signs ot medicine bottles and 
ointment. 

I remember seeing an advertisement 
in a paper in which an owner asked £3, 
and advertised it as cheap, for a doe with 
a drop ear! Such rabbits, I might say, 
we kill on sight, or use them as foster- 
mothers, but never breed from them! 
According to a subsequent advertisement, 
the advertiser sold the rabbit, for he stated 
that he had only a few youngsters left at 
£4 each ! 

There is no need to pay high prices for 
good rabbits, unless you are desiring show 
stock, which is a different business 
altogether, and to pay high prices for bad 
stock is simply suicidal.

respect of jurisdiction. The Committee 
can find “no justification ’’ for the adop- 
tion of the new rules in preference to 
the existing High Court Rules, which 
have stood the test of fifty years in this 
country, If High Court procedure must 
be applied to the Circuit Courts, the 
Committee takes the view that the old 
High Court Rules, with the necessary 
modifications, ought to be adopted in 
their entirety. This course, however, 
cannot be advised; for it would defeat 
the whole purpose of the Circuit Courts, 
which were established in order to give 
the poor man a chance. They were in- 
tended to provide “ convenience of access, 
comparative cheapneés, simplicity and 
expedition ” for. the litigant; whereas 
the Committee holds that the adoption 
of High Court Rules would add materially 
to the cost, complications and delays of 
the law. The new rules, the report 
asserts, introduce for the first time into 
subordinate courts an claborate system of 
pleadings, discovery of documents, parti- 
culars, admissions and the like, thereby 
opening the way to all sorts of inter- 
locutory applications, and encouraging 
litigious and insolvent defendants to 
deprive their plaintiffs of redress without 
months of harassing delays. As an 
instance of the cumbrous nature of the 
new rules, the Committee cites the fact 
that there are no fewer than thirty-two 
rules which deal with “parties ” to any 
action, whereas in the High Court Rules 
twenty-one suffice, and in the County 
Court Rules of 1877 there are only seven. 
In the Committee’s opinion, moreover, 
the new rules would increase the duties 
of the judge and all court officials. It 
recommends, therefore, that, to all intents 
and purposes, the old County Court 
Rules should be retained. 

The report criticises severely several 
other aspects of the new system. It 
condemns whole-heartedly the rule which 
enables solicitors and counsel: to recover

Government expeditions have 
been sent by Norway, Sweden, Italy, 
Finland, France and Russia. A special 
word of praise is due for its whole-hearted 
co-operation in this work to the Soviet 
Relief Committee. Without the Krassin, 
which probably is the ‘world’s most 
powerful ice-breaker, it is exceedingly 
doubtiul if Lieutenant Viglieri and the 
other members of the Italia’s crew ever 
would have been rescued.

A Police Inquiry. 


It seems to be accepted in political 
circles that a Royal Commission to inquire 
into police matters will certainly be 
appointed before long. A Royal Com- 
mission is a stately proceeding, and 
usually remote from the strain and stress 
of the time or occasion on which it may 
be appointed, and this is necessary in 
regard to the police; for this body has 
not deserved that its conduct and +d 
ministration should be investigated at a 
time when everybody seems to be turn- 
ing against it. Any such Commission, 
naturally, will inquire very carefully 
into the charges of corruption made 
recently, and until it has done so most 
people are cautious about accepting them. 
Police questions will be much to the fore 
in the Commons next week; for :several 
members have given notice that they will 
ask the Home Secretary for information 
on points mentioned during the past few 
days, as well as in connection with the 
Savidge Tribunal report. Mr. Hayes, the 
former policeman member, will ask the 
Home Secretary on Tuesday if he will 
state the practice obtaining in the Metro- 
politan Police Force when requests are 
received from provincial police forces: for 
action in connection with alleged receivers 
of stolen property; whether he has re- 
ceived any complaint during the past two 
years that prompt and proper action has 
not been taken; and whether such com- 
plaints have been well founded or other- 
wise.

One inquires if new regula- 
tions are needed to enact that “when a 
statement is being taken from a woman who 
is suspected, or in custody, or from a woman 
witness, a woman police officer shall be 
present unless the woman who is making the 
statement asks that she shall withdraw.’’

They 
are experts. Are they not more likely to 
appreciate testimony at its true value than 
a man whose past activities have been di- 
rected to wholly different subjects? Beyond 
the inference to be drawn from these con- 
siderations, from the admitted facts and 
from the character of the witnesses, the

“I saw the whole thing f{..1 my 
window,” she said, “as the field in which 
“the *plane crashed adjoins Our house. My 
daughter Barbara, who-was in the garden, 
called out that it sounded as though some- 
thing had exploded in the ’plane which 
was turning and.twisting in the cir in a 
rather strange way. The next moment we 
saw that it nose-dived to the ground, and, 
as it crashed, it burst out into flames. 

Miss Barbara Jameson, the seventeen- 
year-old schoolgirl, was one of the first to 
arrive, and tried with one or two others 
to get the bodies out of the machine, but 
it was hopeless, as the flames were terrific, 
and even by that time the bodies were 
charred almost beyond recognition. 

‘‘ As we pressed as near as we could,” 
she said, “someone shouted, ‘Get back; 
the petrol tank may explode.’ And a 
minute later it did so, with a ‘terrific 
report, the explosion scattering red hot 
wreckage everywhere. 

BURNED TO CINDERS. 

“The girls in the ’plane wére almost 
burned to cinders, but through the 
wreckage we could see a hand and a foot. 
At this sight a man nearby nearly 
fainted and had to be pulled out of the 
way. By this time a huge crowd had 
collected, and had managed to extricate 
the pilot, who was still alive, and the 
Jeast injured of anyone, and another man 
who, though alive, was terribly injured 
and burned. All the other passengers were 
unrecognisable.”’ 

Mr. Edgar Dodd, the headmaster of the 
Boys’ Preparatory School, Downside, 
Woodcote lane, stated that by the time the 
ambulance and fire brigade had arrived 
the ’plane was almost burned up.

Henceforth they are entitled, the new 
decree states, to use their weapons only 
if their lives are in danger, and if an 
arrested criminal tries to escape after 
being told “ Hands up or I fire.”’

THE NEW BILL IN THE DAIL. 


On Thursday last a first reading seed ater 
in the Dail to a Bill which was introduced 
by the Minister for Education, the object cif 
which is to make provision for the formulat- 
ing and carrying out ®f schemes for the pro- 
vision of pensions and gratuities for teachers. 

It provides that different superannuation 
schemes may be prepared and be carried into 
execution by the Minister for Education in 
relation to different classes of teachers. A 
superannuation scheme may contain pro- 
visions in relation to: 

(a) the setting up of a pension fund for the 
purposes of such scheme and the 
administration of such fund ; . 

(b) the payment into such fund by teachers 
to whom such echeme applies of such 
contributions as may be prescribed by 
such scheme ; 4 i 

(c) the payment, into such fund of such moneys 
as may be provided by the Oireachtas for 
the purposes of such scheme ; - 

(d) the payment out of such fund to teachers 
to whom such scheme applies of pensions 
and gratuities at such rates im such 
manner and on euch conditions as may be 
prescribed by such scheme. 

THE PENSION FUND. 

The scheme may authorise the deduction 
of such sums as may be prescribed from, or 
in respect of, salaries. or other payments 
payable to teachers to whom such scheme 
applies, and for the payment of the sums so 
deducted into the pension fund set up under 
such scheme. The scheme may authorise 
the deduction of sums from any grants pay- 
able in respect of schools in which teachers 
to whom the scheme applies are employed, 
and for the payment of the sums so deducted 
into the pension fund set up under such 
scheme. 

Clause 3 of the bill provides:—A super- 
annuation scheme may in the case of a per- 
son to whom such scheme applies appointed 
to a post in the Civil Service of Saorstat 
Eireann ‘make special provision for the award 
of a pension to such teacher in respect of 
his service as a teacher, and for the suspen- 
sion of the payment of such pension during 
such time as such person continues to be 
employed in the Civil Service of Saorstat 
Eireann. 

No superannuation scheme shall come into 
force unless and until it has been laid before 
each House of the Oireachtas and has been 
confirmed by resolution of each House.

DEFAULTING DEBTORS. 

At present, if a petitioner for an arrange- 
ment fails to attend the sittings of the Court, 
or fails to file his accoufit within the time 
allowed, or fails to obey an order, the Court 
cannot adjudge him bankrupt, but can only 
dismiss the petition for ent. 

Rec ween ission ea ae the Court

composition this shall constitute a good 
ground for the dismissal of his petition. 

Trust deeds are dealt with by the report 
in considerable detail, 


BANKRUPTCY. 
The second part of the report deals with 
bankruptcy. 

As in the case of arrangements, the Com- 
mission recommends. that the present proce- 
dure in bankruptcy be continued, and says 
that. the system of procedure by debtors’ 
summons is preferable to the ‘‘ bankruptcy 
notice’’ procedure of England. 

_It recommends the increase from £20 to 
£40 of the amount of a debt necessary for 
an adjudication in bankruptcy. 

It recommends that powers should be 
taken to serve debtor’s summons outside 
the Free State upon a person ordinarily resi- 
dent in the Free State and subject to its 
laws, as the absence of such a right has 
frequently proved a source of grave incon- 
venience and delay. 

As in the matter of arrangements, the 
Commission recommends that the second 
sittings in comopsition after bankruptcy be 
abolished. Compositions after bankruptcy, 
it is suggested, should be dealt with at one 
sitting; it is further recommended that such 
ane should be payable either in cash or 
should be fully-secured compositions. 

As regards the case of debtors to bank- 
rupts’ estates, it is recommended that 
Section 311 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1872, 
should be amended, so as to provide (1) 
power, as heretofore, to summon an alleged 
debtor to a bankrupt’s estate before the 
Court; (2) his depositions to be signed ; (3) 
in the absence of admission of the alleged 
debt, in whole or in part, the assignees, if 
so advised, to be at liberty to proceed 
against the debtor for the alleged debts; (4) 
right of either party in the roceedings to 
apply to have the case tried before a jury; 
and (5) all rights of appeal to be Bhua, 


COURTS POWERS. 

In consequence of the increased jurisdiction 
of the Circuit and District Courts, it is re- 
commended that the provision (in the 1875 
Act) that unregistered decrees of the 
Superior Courts are void, should be ex- 
tended to the Circuit and District Courts 
decrees and orders 

Owing to the fact that the estate of a 
bankrupt which, vested in his assignees, does 
not include chattel interests in wn or lands 
subject to rents: (unless his assignees elect 
to take his interest therein) the Commission 
recommends that the English procedure for 
absolute vesting of all property should be 
adopted, subject to the right of disclaimer. 

Other not unimportant recommendations 
in the report deal with mortgages, the rights 
of landlords, penalties for offences by bank- 
rupts, panei ye ayments, secured credi- 
tors and second bankruptcies. 

Apart from two minor recommendations by 
Mr. R. A. Butler, the report is a unanimous 
one.

ASSAILANT TURNS

Lazitch, the Belgrade Chief of Police, in 
the Ministry of the Interior, shortly after 
noon to-day and fired several shots at him 
with a revolver, wounding him in the 
head. The would-be assassin then Shot) 
himself through the head. The identity of 
the man has not yet been established. 

According to reports in special editions 
of the papers this evening, at twenty 
minutes past twelve to-day, when the 
officials were leaving for lunch, a well- 
dressed man, apparently about thirty 
years of age, entered the Minisiry of the 
nterior and asked to see the Chief of 
Police on important business. Imme- 
diately that he entered the latter’s room 
the stranger drew out a revolver, fired at 
M. Lazitch, wounding him in the head 
near the right ear. He then turned his 
revolver upon himself, firing two shots 
through his mouth. 

ASSAILANT A BULGARIAN. 

Alarmed by the noise, officials and 
police rushed to the spot and found both 
victim and assailant lying bleeding on the 
ground. Doctors were quickly summoned, 
and after examination they decided that 
M. Lazitch’s wound was not deep, and 
that there were hopes of his recovery. It 
was, however, necessary to perform an 
operation, and he was taken to hospital, 
together with the assailant, who is in a 
more serious condition and is not ex- 
pected to recover. 

The latter is understood to be a Bul- 
garian, and to have acted on behalf of the 
Macedonian Revolutionary Committee.

WOMAN’S MYSTERIOUS 
DEATH. 


ARSENICAL POISONING 
THEORY. 


The Llanelly Coroner, with a jury, opened 
yesterday an inquiry into the death of Mrs. 
Jessie Llewellyn (83), wife of Mr. Joseph 
Llewellyn, builder and contractor, Llanelly. 

Dr. T. R. Davies, in evidence, said that the 
most probable cause of death was arsenical 
poisoning, but he could not suggest how 
arsenic got into the system. 

The widower said that death took place on 
June 16 after twenty-four hours’ illness. 

Dr. T. R. Davies said that he had attended 
Mrs, Llewellyn since July last year for rheu- 
matoid arthritis. 

Answering Mr. J. Lewis Phillips, the 
solicitor who appeared for the widower, Dr. 
Davies said that Mrs. Llewellyn had suffered 
from four or five different complaints. She 
drank a lot of “ pop,” but he could not say 
whether there was arsenic in these drinks. 
neither drinks nor tablets were analysed. A 
specialist who was called in agreed with his 

lagnosis of rheumatoid arthritis, and that 
the chances: of the recovery of the patient 
were non-existent. 

The inquest was adjourned till to-day to 
enable Mr. Phillips to call medical evidence.
